Improves General Appearance 
of Entire Community. 

CO-OPERATION NECESSARY. 


All the Householders In One Block to 

Plant a Certain Amount of the Same 

Variety of Flower or Shrub—The 

Best Kinds to Use. 

Until recently floral decoration has 
not appealed to the average citizen or ! 
to real estate operators. It has not 
shown practical results where attempt¬ 
ed to justify the labor and expense. 
This failure was due to several causes, ^ 
chief among them being a lack of co¬ 
operative effort and au ignorance of 
the plants suited to the conditions. As 
property usually includes but a narrow 
frontage and at most a few square 
feet of grass plot, it is evident that an 
effective planting could be secured only 
by treating several properties as a 
unit Real estate operators now appre- | 
ciate this possibility, and many of them 
are planting shrubbery in the grass 
plots of the new operations. Bright 
flower boxes have been introduced in ; 
some blocks with excellent results. Lit- ; 
tie progress has been made, unfortu¬ 
nately. in selecting the proper mate- | 
rial. The ordinary Japanese cedar 
used in nine-tenths of these plantings 
is unsuited to our sooty air and soon i 
perishes. In any event, their rapid 
growth, if they had lived, would soou 
have necessitated their removal. To

continue to plant them because they 
look bright and cheerful at the start is 
therefore little less than a calamity to 
their prospective owners. 

If evergreens are desired and our 
long winter makes their foliage desir 
able select such plants as the blue 
spruce, dwarf form of the obtuse 
leaved cedar, dwarf pine, box bush 
and Japanese holly, as these are best 
adapted to the sooty atmosphere and 
limited space. 

There is a wealth of beautiful flow¬ 
ering shrubbery available, which is 
sare to thrive with reasonable care. 
From the golden bell forsythia in the 
spring to the blue spiraea in the au¬ 
tumn nature offers an endless proces¬ 
sion of charming plants. In yellows, in 
addition to the forsythias, vve have 
single and double kerrias, beautiful in 
bloom, but effective even in winter be¬ 
cause of their bright green twigs; the 
native flame azalea. Hypericum prolifl- 
cum and Hypericum aureutn, two of 
the best of the St. John worts, both of 
neat habit and becoming perfect bou¬ 
quets of flowers; the Japanese barber 
ry, with cream colored flowers and 
myriads of red fruit, and the weeping 
jasmine, the first harbinger of spring 

In whites we have spiraeas of sev¬ 
eral sorts, all beautiful and blooming 
in succession; blackberried rhodotypus, 
the deutzias. dwarf horse chestnut. 
Japanese and American hydrangeas, 
Chinese abelia, American snowball, 
lovely hardy orange (Citrus trifoliatal 
and many more. 

With such a wealth to draw upon 
you have but to close jour eyes and 
imagine pictures in infinite variety of 
beautiful street scenes—here a block 
exquisitely tinted by the soft pink 
flowers of weeping cherries rising from 
the grass plots, blanding with the deli¬ 
cate lavender flowers of wistaria train¬ 
ed on the porches, or a block gay with 
peonies, shading from crimson in the 
foreground to white and glowing pink 
in the distance, the flowers weighting 
down the plants in generous masses, or 
a block radiant with the sky blue flow¬ 
ers of the great Dalmatian iris, four 
feet in height, with a color tone so pure 
and lovely that we can equal it only in 
the gentian of the high Alps or the blue 
orchid of Indiu. Each lot may have 
but a single plant, but seen from the 
end of the block it appears a brilliant 
vista as the plants draw close together 
in the perspective. 


LOCAL RETAILER ENTITLED 
TO PATRONS’ PATIENCE. 


Merchant Does His Best to Please, but 
Is Handicapped. 


It is comparatively easy for the small 
merchant to get into disfavor in his par¬ 
ticular community, very often through 
no fault of his own. He frequently 
finds himself righteously on the defen¬ 
sive against some of bis best custom¬ 
ers, as is stated in the Chicago Tribune. 

Whether in town, villages or neigh¬ 
borhoods in the cities, the small busi¬ 
ness man has a burden upon him of 
pleasing which may become a burden 
indeed. Many of bis customers grow 
to know him by sight and name. He 
may be Bill or Jack or John to a whole 
neighborhood. 

But, whatever the relationship on a 
personal basis, be has bis customer 
banking upon that relationship to the 
advantage of every other bouse in the 
neigliborbood. He may be a grocer and 
marketmau. He gets bis fruits, vege¬ 
tables and kindred daily supplies in or¬ 
der at 8 o’clock. 0 o’cloc k or later as 
the distance increases from the supply 
center. These everyday supplies are 
displayed for sale to the best advan¬ 
tage for the early personal shopper. 
Most of his telephone orders come later 
in the day, when bis scores of personal 
buyers, seeing to what they get. have 
handled the stock more or less. 

Nothing is more simple than a state¬ 
ment of truth—that fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles, even meats and many other kinds 
of market supplies, cannot be as desir¬ 
able and fresh and tempting at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon as they were at 8 
o’clock that morning. Among these 
fruits and vegetable supplies the shop¬ 
per, coming in person, has tilted boxes, 
gouged into them perhaps, peeped into 
bottom layers and made like inquisi¬ 
tions, all to the detriment of perishable 
goods. 

SIGNS ON BUILDINGS. 


Names of Streets and Hydrant Guides 
Effectively Placed. 

Fire hydrants, especially in promi¬ 
nent streets, if not placed against the 
building wall, should be sunk below 
the surface, not only for the sake of 
the appearance of the street, hut to 
obviate the danger of freezing in win¬ 
ter. Covers for such hydrants should 
be flush witli the sidewalk and proper¬ 
ly marked. Objection may be made 
that in case of fire such hydrants 
would he difficult to find, hut tills is 
overcome by signs placed on the build- j 
ings directly over the hydrant in the 
form of a red "H" and by other signs 
intermediate, with arrows pointing 
both ways, stating the distance to the 
fire hydrants in either direction. 

The names of streets should prefer¬ 
ably be placed on the corners of build¬ 
ings, and each of the four corners 
should have the names of both streets, i 
This is a cheaper and more effective 
method than the placing of signs on 
posts, which obstruct the sidewalk, 
and which, owing to the expense, are 
usually only placed on two of the 
corners diagonally. The post method 
is. however, at times a necessity. 


LIGHT FROM SEWAGE. 


Germany has satisfactorily demon¬ 
strated that it is possible to light towns 
by sewage gas at a profit. The munici¬ 
pality of Bruenn. after many years of 
experiment, has perfected machinery 
which dries the sewage and afterward 
distills it in retorts in the same way 
as gas is distilled. In two and one-half 
hours' distillation 100 kilograms of sew¬ 
age mud yield 23.8 cubic kilometers of 
gas virtually the same composition as 
coal gas. In addition are obtained good ! 
coke and three times ns much ammonia 
as Is given by an equal weight of coal 
The profit is so great that it is said to 
cover the whole cost of running the 
municipal sewage purification works, j 
in addition to solving the problem of 1 
disposing of sewage in an absolutely ' 
hygienic way. 


An Up to Date Town Hall. 

The town of Spring Valley. Wis . has | 
shown its enterprise by erecting a mu 
nlcipal building that is an improve¬ 
ment on the old style of town hall. It 
contains quarters for the public library 
and for a town and country club, an 
engine house and an opera hall, which 
is also used for public meetings of all 
kinds. A large dining room and kitch¬ 
en are also included The building is 
of concrete and presents a substantial 
and handsome appearance.

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ORDINANCE NO. 66 


An ordinance granting to the South San ! 
Francisco Kallroad and Power Company, ! 
Its successors and assigns, the right to 

construct, maintain and operate a single or 
double track, standard gauge railroad in the 
City of South San Francisco, County of San 
Mateo, State of California, together vith 
the necessary curves, side-tracks, switches, 
cross-overs and turn-outs, over and along t:,e 
following streets: Commencing on Walker 

Avenue at the gates of the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Stock Yards and continuing thence on 1 
Walker Avenue westerly to the beginning of 
Swift Avenue; thence westerly along Swift 
Avenue to the beginning of Grand Avenue; i 
thence westerly along Grand Avenue to the 
west line of Chestnut Avenue. 

Whereas, all matters, acts and things prece¬ 
dent to the granting of the franchise herein¬ 
after set forth have heretofore happened, been 
done and performed in due form of law, 

The Board of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco do ordain as follows: 

Section i. That there is hereby granted to 
tne South San Francisco Railroad and Pow¬ 
er Company, a corporation organized and I 
existing under the laws of the State i 
ol California, its successors and assigns 
subject to all the terms and conditions here- i 
matter made and expressed, the right, privi- 
lege and franchise of conducting, maintaining 
and operating for a period of fifty (50) years 
from and after the date on which this ordin¬ 
ance shall become effective, a single or double 
track railroad of standard gauge, except as 
herein stated, together with the necessary 
curves, poles, wires, appliances and appurten¬ 
ances, and the right, privilege and permission 
to pass with, operate and run cars thereon 
for the carriage and transportation of passen¬ 
gers for hire, propelled and operated by elec¬ 
tricity, gasoline, or any other lawful motivt 
power except steam, horses or mules, with all 
overhead and underground wires, and other 
electrical and mechanical appliances, except 
what is generally known and called tiie “Third 
Kail System,” switches, side-tracks, spur 
tracks and equipment for the same, and the 
right, privilege and permission to excavate 
and remove such portions of the streets, al¬ 
leys and other places in said City of South 
San Francisco to be occupied by any of its 
tracks and poles, as may be necessary prop* 
erly to construct said railroad, and to erect 
all needful apparatus and other appliances 
properly and fully to equip, operate and run 
its said railroad over, along and upon the 
following streets in said City of South San 
Francisco, County of San Mateo, State of 
California, as follows, to-wit: Commencing 
on Walker Avenue at the gates of the South 
San Francisco Stock Yards and continuing 
thence on Walker Avenue westerly to the be¬ 
ginning of Swift Avenue; thence westerly] 
along Swift Avenue to the beginning of Grant! 
Avenue; thence westerly along Grand Avenue 
to the west line of Chestnut Avenue; pro¬ 
vided, however, that a double track railroad 
shall be constructed over that portion of the 
route commencing at a point where the tracks 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
cross (.rand Avenue; thence westerly along 
Grand Avenue to the westerly line of Spruce 
Avenue. 

Section 2. '1 he foregoing franchise, grants, 

privileges and permissions are made upon the 
following conditions, to he strictly complied 
with by said grantee, its successors and as¬ 
signs, to-wit: 

1 he track shall be laid to conform to the 
established grade wherever grades have been 
established, and in other cases on the natural 
grade of the street. In the construction of 
switches and sidetracks, or a double track, 
the tracks must have space between them suf¬ 
ficient to allow cars to pass each other at a 
distance of not less than two feet. The 

tracks must not be more than five (5) feet 
wide within the rails. Said railroad shall he 
constructed as nearly as possible in the mid¬ 
dle of each of said streets and highways, but 
with the light to convert any single track 
railroad constructed hereundei* into a double 
track railroad of like character, whenever, in 
the opinion of said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, public convenience shall require such 
change; provided, however, that when such 

change from single track to double track is 
made the track must conform to the lines of 
the streets and highways, and be placed at an 
equal distance from the center line thereof. 

Section 3. Said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco reserves the right to alter or change the 
grade or streets, to pave and repave and 
otherwise improve the streets without 

haying to pay the cost of re¬ 

adjusting the railway tracks to the require¬ 
ments of the new improvements. Said city 
also reserves the right to construct sewers, 
lay water or gas mains, and establish, remove 
or readjust any other fixtures of a public 
nature in, under or over the streets without 
being liable to the company for any necessary 
interruption in street railway traffic. 

Section 4. Said grantee, its successors and 
assigns, shall at its own expense pave or re¬ 
pave, macadamize or re-macadamize, grade or 
regrade the entire length of said streets used 
by its tracks, between the rails thereof, and 
between the tracks where sidings or two tracks 
are laid, for a width extending for two (2) 
feet on each side of each track, witli the 
same material as may be used for such pur¬ 
poses by the City of South San Francisco, 
except, however, that within each track ayul 
for a distance of at least six (6) inches on 
each side of each track basalt blocks or mold¬ 
ed brick may be used, and under the saint 
supervision and specifications and in the same 
manner as upon the avenues or streets over 
which said railroad runs, or the tracks thereof 
are laid, and shall keep the same constantly 
in good repair and flush with the surface of 
said streets. 

hi the event that said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall exercise the right and privi¬ 
lege herein granted to construct a double track 
railroad after any paying or repaving, maead- j’ 
amizing or remacadamizing, lias been done 
along and upon said streets, by or under the 
direction and supervision of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South San Francisco, 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
make reimbursement in the manner following, 
to-wit: If the cost of said improvement has 
been assessed upon the lands abutting on each 
side of any of said streets, reimbursement 
shall he made to the owners of said lands. 
One-half of the whole amount of such reim¬ 
bursement shall be distributed among the 
owners of said lands abutting on either side 
of said avenues or streets, according to the 
front-foot method. In the event that said 
work of improvement shall have been paid 
for out of the treasury of the City of South 
San Francisco, such reimbursement shall he 
made to said city. Such reimbursement shall 
he made for the entire length of said paving 
or repaving, macadamizing or remacadamizing, 
between the rails of said additional or second 
track and for a width extending for two (2) 
feet on each side of said track and for any 
additional distance between the tracks then on 
said avenues or streets. 

Section 5. The rate of fare for any dis¬ 
tance along said railroad within the corporate 
limits of said City of South San Francisco, 
or between any point on said railroad as now 
operated and Holy Cross Cemetery, shall be 
five (5) cents for one passenger. 

Section 6. The overhead wires used as elec¬ 
tric conductors shall he hung from cross-wires, 
properly insulated, and shall not he less than 
eighteen (18) feet, measured vertically, from 
the surface of the street, and shall be sup¬ 
ported by double lines of poles, one on each 
side of th 5 street. 

Section 7. Whenever the grantee of this 
ordinance, its successors or assigns, shall cut 
into or displace any of the streets or other 
places in the City of South San Francisco 
hereinbefore-named, for the purpose of con¬ 
structing its said railroad, or for purpose of 
making any repairs thereto or to the equipment 
thereof, it shall restore all such streets or 
other places to their former condition. 

Section 8. Improved construction shall he 
used for the equipment of said road, and all 
cars to be used shall be of improved pattern 
and construction for the comfort and con¬ 
venience of passengers, and shall be kept in 
good repair, and provided with sufficient 
brakes for stopping the same, as well as with 
proper lights and signal devices. Every 
single car, or, in case of a train, every motor 
used on said railroad, shall be fitted with 
suitable fenders or appliances placed in frontI 
of such car or motor, for the purpose of rs- 


moving and clearing obstructions from the 
track and preventing any obstacles, obstruc¬ 
tions or persons on the track from getting 
under the car or motor, and for removing the 
same out of danger or out of the way of such 
car or motor. 

Section 9. J his franchise shall be deemed 
to contain all the conditions now required by 
law, in addition to those enumerated herein 

Section 10. The grantee of this franchise, 
its successors or assigns, shall reconstruct such 
portion of its railroad existing at the date of 
this franchise upon the streets herein named 
wherever and whenever the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco shall de¬ 
termine to order the laying and construction 
o* any pavement. Such work of reconstruc¬ 
tion shall be thereafter faithfully prosecuted 
and actively pursued and carried forward to 
completion within such period of time as may 
be reasonably limited for the completion of 
the work of paving herein contemplated. If 
the said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
tail to comply with the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion, unless an extension of time is granted 
by said Board of Trustees, this franchise shall 
immediately cease and determine. 

Section 11. The grantee of this franchise 
shall, upon the determination of the fact that 
it is the successful bidder, file a bond running 
to the City of South San Francisco, with at 
least two (2) good and sufficient sureties to 
be approved by said Board of Trustees, in the 
Penal sum of One Thousand (1000) Dollars, 
conditioned that said grantee, its successors 
and assigns, shall well and truly observe, ful¬ 
fill and perform each and every condition of 
such franchise, and that in case of any breach 
ot condition of such bond, then the whole of 
the penal sum therein named shall be taken 
and be deemed to be liquidated damages, and 
shall be recoverable from the principal and 
sureties upon said bond; said bond shall be 
hied with the Board of Trustees within five 
(5) days after this franchise is awarded, and 
before the final passage of this ordinance. 

Section 12. At any time after the twenty-five 
years next succeeding the date of the passage 
of this ordinance said city shall have the 
right and privilege, at its option, to purchase 
the plant and equipment of said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, by paying therefor its 
value, which value shall *bc the capital in- 
vestment of^ said grantee, its successors and 
assigns. “Capital investment,” as that term 
is used in this ordinance, shall be and mean 
the fair and reasonable value of the plant, 
including good will, as a going concern, hav¬ 
ing regard to its condition of repair and its 
adaptability and capacity for the business of 
transportation of passengers. In the deter¬ 
mination of such value no regard shall he had 
to the capitalization of the grantee company 
as represented by the company’s outstanding 
stocks and bonds, hut such value shall in- 
elude interest during construction and any 
difference in net earnings during the first 
five (5) years of operation between 8 per cent 
on the capital actually invested and the 
amount actually earned. All land and fix¬ 
tures shall be valued at the cost of reproduc¬ 
tion less any depreciation for wear and ob¬ 
solescence at the time the city shall take over 
the said property. The method of procedure in 
determining such valuation shall be that set 
forth in paragraphs b, c, d and e of Section 
13 hereof. If said city shall elect to make 
the purchase herein provided for, it shall do 
so by ordinance adopted by the Board of 
Trustees within thirty days after the price 
has been determined by the Board of Apprais¬ 
ers provided for in Section 13, and given as 
aforesaid. Said city shall have three months 
after the passage of the ordinance in which 
said election to purchase shall be made, in 
which to pay the price so ascertained. If the 
city shall elect to purchase, said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, shall retain possession of 
said property and equipment and maintain the 
same in good condition, and operate the same 
as herein specified, and lie entitled to receive 
the profits arising therefrom, until the pur¬ 
chase price ascertained as aforesaid shall have 
been paid. 

On the payment of the purchase price said 
grantee, its successors or assigns, shall trails- 
fer to said city any and every franchise, right 
and privilege pertaining to said street rail¬ 
way, to be operated under this franchise, 
which said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
may have or claim. 

Section 13. (a) If at the expiration of this 

franchise said City of South San Francisco 
shall lie unwilling to grant a renewal of this 
franchise, or another franchise, to said grantee, 
its successors or assigns, upon terms mutually 
agreeable to the city and grantee, said city 
hereby agrees to purchase the tracks, cars, 
motors, poles, wires, and all other mechanical 
appliances, equipment and appurtenances, by 
paying therefor the actual market value. 
Actual market value shall be taken to mean 
the cost of reproduction less any depreciation 
due to wear and obsolescence. All land and 
fixtures on any such land shall be valued at 
the cost of reproduction less any depreciation 
for wear and obsolescence. In determining 
any value, as herein provided for, no value 
shall he placed on good will; and in the de- 
ermination of such value no regard shall he 
had to tile company’s capitalization as repre¬ 
sented by the company’s stocks and bonds. 

(b) Said Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco shall, by resolution, 
direct written notice to he given to said 
grantee, its successors or assigns, of the in¬ 
tention of said city to purchase, at least six- 
mqnths prior to the date of the expiration of 
this franchise. The valuation herein provided 
for shall be determined in the manner follow¬ 
ing: Within twenty (20) days after the sei- 
vice of such notice, said Board of Trustees 
shall select two (2) appraisers, and said 
grantee, its successors or assigns, shall select 
two “(2) appraisers. The four appraisers so 
selected shall, within twenty (20) days after 
their appointment, select a fifth appraiser. 
I’he appraisers so chosen shall forthwith pro¬ 
ceed to determine and appraise such value, as 
of the date of the exiration of this franchise. 

i The decision of a majority of such apprais- 
’ ers shall be final and conclusive, and shall, as 
soon as made, he given in writing to said 
city and to said grantee, its successors and 
assigns, who shall bear equally the expense of 
the appraisal proceeding. The appraisers shall 
he permitted personally, or by any person or 
persons designated by them, to inspect the plant 
and all records, • books of account, vouchers, 
hills, contracts and documents of said grantee, 
i< -ecessors or assigns, for the purpose of 
in. y informing themselves of such value. 

(c) Any vacancy or vacancies occurring 
at any time in said Board of Appraisers, by 
death, resignation, disqualification or inability 
to act, may be filled within fifteen (15) days 
by the party or body making such original ap¬ 
pointment. 

(d) If said city shall elect to make the 
purchase herein provided for, it shall do so 
by ordinance adopted by the Board of Trus¬ 
tees within thirty (30) days after the price 
has been determined by said Board of Ap¬ 
praisers and given as aforesaid; said city shall 
have three months after the passage of tut 
ordinance wherein said election to purchase 
shall be made, in which to pay the price so 
ascertained. Said grantee, its successors and 
assigns, shall retain possession of said prop¬ 
erty and equipment, and maintain the same 
in good condition, and operate the same as 
herein specified, and he entitled to re¬ 
ceive the profits arising therefrom, until the 
ptirchase price ascertained as aforesaid shall 
have been paid. 

(e) On the payment of such purchase price 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
transfer to the said city any and every fran¬ 
chise, right and privilege pertaining to said 
street railway to he operated under this fran¬ 
chise which said grantee, its successors or as¬ 
signs. may have or claim. 

Section 14. The said grantee, its succes¬ 
sors and assigns, shall, during the term for 
which this franchise is granted, pay to said 
City of South San Francisco two (2) per 
cent of the gross annual receipts arising front 
the use, operation or possession of the right, 
privilege or franchise granted in section 1, of 
this ordinance; provided, however, that no 
percentage shall be paid for the first five (5) 
years succeeding the date of said franchise, 
but thereafter such percentage shall be paid 
annually on the first day of May. 

Section 15. The railway tracks which have 
been laid down and are now being laid, and 
are now being operated, by said South San 
Francisco Railroad and Power Company upon 
any of the streets herein set forth shall be 
taken, considered and accepted as having been 
laid down under and by virtue of the rights 
herein granted as having been so laid down 




and constructed in strict compliance with the 
provisions of this ordinance and the laws of 
the State of California; provided, however, 
that nothing herein shall be deemed to con- 
liereof ,lth tllE provisions of Section ten (10) 

Section 16. In the event that any other 
street railway line shall be built through the 
kity ot South San F’rancisco during the con¬ 
tinuance ot the franchise herein granted, said 
giantee, its successors and assigns, shall enter 
into such agreement or agreements with the 
jrantee of any franchise for such other line 
or the exchange of transfers as shall be fair 
and equitable, having regard to conditions 
which shall exist at such time.

POPULAR MECHANICS 
MAGAZINE FOR MAY 

The number of illustrations in the 
May Popular Mechanics Magazine ex¬ 
ceeds that of any previous issue in the 
history of the publication. It con¬ 
tains 393 pictures and 322 articles. 
Prominent among these is the first in¬ 
stallment of a series of views portray¬ 
ing fully the four years of a cadet’s 
life at West Point. The 22 pictures in 
the May Magazine show the work of 
the first summer at the school. 

The cover design for May grimly de¬ 
picts the practicability of a F’rench 
instrument of attack and defense 
which evolved from tlie experiences 
of the Paris police in dislodging ban¬ 
dits, commonly krmwn as Apaches. 
Another interesting weapon is an aero¬ 
plane-destroying gun for submarines, 
which can be fired at any angle and 
is mounted on a disappearing carriage 
which sinks into a well and is me¬ 
chanically covered with a watertight 
slide when the submarine is submerg¬ 
ed. The new U. S. cavalry saber, 
which is strikingly different in almost 
every detail from the old saber is also 
described. 

Several recent bridge-engineering 
feats are described in the May num¬ 
ber. Two, shown in a group of views, 
were erected by what is known as the 
end-launching method, which con¬ 
sists of floating one end of the com¬ 
pleted span across the river on a barge, 
with the inner end mounted on rail¬ 
road trucks. Another interesting 
bridge is a single-leaf bascule, claimed 
to be the largest of its type, which 
extends across the Calument River, 
at South Chicago. 

Page views and groups of views are 
plentiful throughout the magazine.

A NEW ENGLISH INVENTION. 

With a view to minimizing the dan¬ 
gers of street truffle and putting a 
check on drivers of motor vehicles 
guilty of exceeding the speed limit. 
Mr. Thomas Farrow of London has in 
vented an ingenious instrument which 
he calls the Fnrometer. The invention 
is very simple. It is placed on the 
front of the car and hears the inscrip¬ 
tion. ten. twelve or twenty miles per 
hour, ns the ease may be. The figures 
can he altered in one way only—by the 
motorist exceeding the proper speed 
The moment he does so the figures 
change, and should the speed exceed 
the prescribed limit a gong is automat¬ 
ically rung and continues ringing until 
. the speed is checked, or, if it still in- 
creases, the figures give way to a red 
or danger signal.

SLAVE CHARGES 


. Los Angeles Grand Jury to 
Investigate Millionaires' Acts 


The Los Angeles County Grand 
Jury will begin an investiga¬ 
tion of the immoral acts attributed to 
a Southern California millionaire by 
forty-three alleged white slavers who, | 
according to the police, knew him 
variously as the “Black Pearl” and the ! 
“King.” 

H. S. G. McCartney, Deputy District ; 
Attorney, declared that information 
placed before him so far was not suf¬ 
ficient to warrant his issuing any 
complaints against any of the prom¬ 
inent men named in affidavits given 
by their alleged girl victims. He said, j 
however, that he would institute a 
Grand Jury probe. 

When McCartney reached that de¬ 
termination Chief of Police Sebastian, 
upon whose instructions police detec¬ 
tives had asked McCartney for a fel¬ 
ony complaint against George H. Bix- 
by, a Long Beach banker and capital¬ 
ist, in connection with the white slave 
accusations, stated that he would go 
before the Grand Jury himself and 
give the names of forty-three girls 
alleged to have been enslaved. 

These girls, according to Sebastian, 
supplied him with information con¬ 
cerning the Jonquil, the pseudo hotel 
where Mrs. Josie Rosenberg was al¬ 
leged to have pandered to the immoral 
desires of many wealthy men by in¬ 
troducing them to young girls. 

Sebastian said he feared that all of 
the girls could not be found to sum¬ 
mon before the Grand Jurors, naming 
especially Katherine Phillips, who 
left Los Angeles after she had been 
given a “floater” for vagrancy follow¬ 
ing her plea of guilty. 

Sebastian stated, however, that 
many of the alleged victims had ex¬ 
pressed perfect willingness to tell 
their stories to the jurors. 

Other witnesses who probably will 
go before the Grand Jury will be 
Bonnie Espey and William H. Wood, 
arrested by the police on charges con¬ 
nected with the case. 

In his own behalf, Bixby, who is 49 
years old and has a wife and five chil¬ 
dren, declared he was the victim of an 
extensive scheme of blackmailing. As 
head of two banks and a capitalist 
interested in many profitable corpora¬ 
tions, he said he was selected as an 
easy victim. 

The blackmailing feature has played 
an important part in the case since 
Saturday, when the arrest of Kath¬ 
erine Phillips on a charge of attempt¬ 
ed blackmail resulted in bringing the 
alleged white slaving activities of the 
Black Pearl and a corps of cadets and 
procurers to the attention of the po¬ 
lice.

EXONERATE HOYLE 


Investigating Committee Says 
Authorities Are Blameless

Members of the majority in the Leg¬ 
islature and Governor Hiram Johnson 
intend to embarrass the National Ad¬ 
ministration, according to the opinion 
expressed by Republicans and Demo¬ 
crats of the upper house of the Legis 
lature, after the receipt of the mes¬ 
sage from President Wilson urging 
that no discriminatory alien land leg 
islation be passed. This statement la 
made in view of the text of the mes¬ 
sage sent to the Nation’s Chief Execu¬ 
tive by the Governor, in which he 
says that the State does not intend to 
embarrass the Federal Administration 
and that “if any act is passed it will 
be general in character, relating to 
aliens ineligible to become citizens.” 


Revelations that purported to bare 
the entire connection of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department with the 
bunko ring that, working in compara¬ 
tive certainty of immunity from ar¬ 
rest, mulcted victims of $300,000 in 
two years without a single arrest and 
conviction, were made in a remark¬ 
able session held in the Grand Jury 
rooms, at which representatives of the 
various departments of law enforce¬ 
ment were present. Five detectives 
and Captain of Police Eugene Wall 
were named by two bunko men, who, 
without reserve, gave an alleged ex¬ 
pose of every detail of their opera¬ 
tions and the manner in which they 
were enabled to fleece countless vic¬ 
tims and escape punishment. 


The special committee of the As¬ 
sembly which was named several 
weeks ago to investigate the use of 
the straitjaeket and other forms of 
punishment at the State prisons has 
reported to the Assembly. The re¬ 
port does net censure the prison au¬ 
thorities at San Quentin, the only 
prison yet investigated by the com¬ 
mittee. 

The riot at San Quentin, during 
which a guard shot a prisoner, was not 
a food riot, the report shows. Acts of 
cruelty are not prevalent at the pris¬ 
on, and there were found but two or 
three occasions when excessive pun¬ 
ishment was administered, and then 
the fault was with guards, who vio¬ 
lated orders, and not with the knowl¬ 
edge or consent of either Warden 
Hoyle or Captain Randolph. The 
committee found that the sanitation is 
not the best, but with the completion 
of the new cell houses, the committee¬ 
men believe conditions will be greatly 
remedied. 

The report says: “Within the past 
two years we find that no prisoner 
has been punished in the jacket in 
any unreasonable or cruel manner, 
but that the greatest caution always 
is exercised when this particular pun¬ 
ishment has been applied. 

“The dungeon is used as punishment 
in the most humane manner possible, 
and no (indue cruelties or personal 
vengeance has been within the past 
two years obtained in the punishment 
of prisoners by confinement in the 
dungeon.” 

The committee also reported that J. 
P. McNamara had not been unduly or 
unusually punished, as charged by 
! labor leaders of San Francisco. 

The report included as an explana¬ 
tion by Farwell of his stand concern¬ 
ing the testimony of Dr. E. E. Dun- 
canson, a former prisoner, who tes¬ 
tified “that the straitjaeket ne^er was 
idle at San Quentin.” Farwell states 
that Duncanson’s testimony gave him 
great prejudice against Warden Hoyle 
until he had concluded his investiga¬ 
tion, when he decided that Duncan- 
son could “consider himself the lucki- 
i est man out of prison in that he se¬ 
cured the pardon he did.” 


The committee dismissed reams of

Among sixty-three convicts whose 
whose applications were heard before 
the Prison Directors- sitting as parole 
board—twenty-one were paroled out¬ 
right; twelve were paroled for specific 
periods; eleven applications were de¬ 
nied outright, and the remaining nine¬ 
teen cases were continued for later 
hearings. 


That henceforth a man sentenced to 
life term in a California penitentiary 
cannot hope to become eligible for pa¬ 
role until he has served ten years of 
his sentence is the sense of a new rule 
adopted at the monthly meeting of the 
State Board of Prison Directors at San 
Quentin. Only extraordinary cases, 
• brought before the Board by the War¬ 
den himself, will be excepted from this 
rule. 


Of the three propositions submitted 
to popular vote in San Francisco, one 
was decided by an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority and two by scant if not unsat¬ 
isfactory margins. The ratification of 
the lower Market street track agree¬ 
ment was carried by a vote of nearly 
two to one, thus ending a controversy 
between the city and the United Rail¬ 
roads that has been waged through 
three administrations and permitting 
both the Geary and the Sutter street 
cars to run through to the ferry. The 
telephone rate schedule, as submitted 
by the “Telephone Users’ Association,” 
is adopted by a narrow majority of 
ten to nine of those voting at the 
election. On the question of the re¬ 
call of Judge Weller, Crist, the recall 
candidate, received a small majority 
of the votes cast on that question, 
but less than a majority of all those 
I voting at the election. The total num- 
i ber of votes cast at the election was 
! 62,691, out of a total registration of 
137,718.

Bulgaria and Greece are rapidly 
drifting toward war over the posses¬ 
sion of Salonika, according to a cor¬ 
respondent at that town. 

The Greeks have mobilized every 
available soldier and concentrated one 
army in the neighborhood of Salonika, 
while another is being landed at Or- 
fani, on the Gulf of Orfani, in order 
to watch the movements of the Bul¬ 
garians at Drama and Kavala. The 
victorious Epirus army from Janina is 
being distributed along the strategi¬ 
cal front from Salonika to Orfani. 

In the meantime, adds the corre¬ 
spondent, the Bulgarians have sus¬ 
pended passenger traffic between De- 
deagatch and Salonika, and are utiliz¬ 
ing the railway for the concentra¬ 
tion of troops in the neighborhood of 
Drama, close to the Greek position. 
They already have brought one divi¬ 
sion each from Adrianople, Tchatalja, 
and Bulair, and it is estimated that the 
Bulgars now have 90,000 soldiers fac¬ 
ing the Greeks and a Servian force

Making the Wrists Tapering. 

In these days of abbreviated sleeves 
shapely arms are more than ever a de¬ 
sirable asset of beauty and incidental¬ 
ly more difficult to acquire and retain 
since they are so exposed to air and 
dust. Thick wrists are proverbially 
ugly, so if that is your trouble train 
them down by drawing first one and 
then the other through a circle made 
by pressing together the ends of the 
thumb and foretinger of the other 
hand. Repeat this whenever you hap¬ 
pen to think of it and with an increas¬ 
ing degree of force. Be extremely 
careful in starting the movement not 
to pull or enlarge the joints of the 
wrist nor to stretch the tendons and 
keep in mind that it is a “tapering” 
wrist you are working for. 

If the hand is spread unduly just 
where it joins the wrist then com¬ 
mence the movement at the line of the 
knuckles instead of at the wrists and 
work down as if you were putting ou 
a pair of new gloves. If the whole 
arm is too fleshy rub in a lotion com¬ 
posed of eighty-two grams of glycerin, 
five grams of iodide of potassium, 
twenty-three grams of alcohol and ten 
drops of oil of cloves, or if they are 
too thin apply olive oil and almond oil 
In equal parts, say three ounces each. 

Exercise hardens the muscles and 
makes them firm, but it is no longer 
considered desirable to cultivate 
bunches of muscle. Rather the effort 
is to develop symmetry; hence all the 
exercises for beautifying the contour 
of the arm should be exceedingly gen¬ 
tle. and here is an excellent one for 
making the lower arm shapely: 

Stretch the arm out from the shoul¬ 
der: then turn the hand around as far 
as possible, with the elbow as a pivot, 
first one way. then the other, and re¬ 
peat this four times with each arm. If 
the wrists are scrawny turn the hands 
upon the wrists as a pivot and, in ad¬ 
dition. massage every night with warm 
cocoa butter, employing a rotary mo¬ 
tion. 

If the skin of the arms is rough, 
with a tendency to redden and chap, 
wash them at night with a bit of old 
linen and apply a cold cream, but if 
they are merely rough and do not re¬ 
spond to this treatment run a pumice 
stone very gently over the surface, ap¬ 
ply a soothing cream and draw ou a 
pair of long gloves for the night. 

If the growth of hair upon the arms 
is thick enough to be disfiguring there 
is no harm in removing it with barium 
sulphide, since the operation does not 
have to be repeated more than once or 
twice a year. Ask for 5 cents* worth 
at the druggist’s, mix with it about a 
dessertspoonful of flour, adding enough 
water to make a paste, and then 
spread it with a knife all over the 
arms where there is hair to be remov¬ 
ed. Allow it to remain about three 
minutes, then scrape it off with a dull 
edged knife, when the offending hair 
will come with it, leaving the arm 
smooth and clean. Peroxide of hydro¬ 
gen, used full strength, will also in 
time so dry the roots of the hairs after 
lightening them that eventually they 
will disappear or at least be much less 
noticeable.

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NEED OF PLANNING IN 

CHILD WELFARE WORK. 

Co*ordination Under One Head Is Es¬ 
sential to Success. 

In every city a large variety of ef¬ 
forts are being made to reduce infant 
mortality and protect child life. “Co¬ 
operation’’ between the agencies car¬ 
rying on this work is nominal and in¬ 
effective. Co-ordination under one cen¬ 
tral bead is essential to a community 
program. Municipalities up to the 
present time have done no community 
planning along child welfare lines. 
The reason is that the scope and com¬ 
plexity of the problem have daunted 
the courage and staggered the imag¬ 
ination of the workers. Conceived 
from a unit standpoint, the problem 
becomes simple. In a small section it 
is possible to work on a 100 per cent 
basis. 

The cost and methods of this work 
are easily determinable. When one re¬ 
gards any community merely as a 
number of small unit communities the 
working out of a community program 
becomes feasible and practicable. In¬ 
fant mortality is a problem, not of the 
infant, but of the family. All social 
agencies must be utilized. It is a so¬ 
cio-medical problem. At present many 
social agencies are each producing, at 
great cost, some single and special so¬ 
cial commodity. The system is as 
wasteful as it would be to demand a 
separate plant and equipment for the 
manufacture of each single article of 
commercial value. Efficiency and econ¬ 
omy demand that we have a central or¬ 
ganization with bureaus which handle 
all social benefits, and thus bring them, 
at low cost, within reach of all. 

The unit health plan, as worked out 
in Milwaukee, furnishes a practicable 
and feasible method of attacking in¬ 
fant mortality and child welfare from 
a community standpoint—that is. from 
the standpoint of 100 per cent of the 
babies living therein, taking into con¬ 
sideration all factors, socal and med¬ 
ical. which bear upon the health of the 
family.

Injuries to street trees by wires are 
many. Often dead wires attached to 
trees come in contact with live ones, 
and all show exasperating powers of 
destruction. There is little excuse for 
the attaching of any wire to a tree, 
yet the very unsightly anchor poles 
and wires lead many property owners 
to consent to the use of large street or 
garden trees as anchors. Where this 
is done blocks of wood should be 
placed between the tvire and the trees 
so that the wire will not cut the living 
wood and will have a nonconductor to 
protect it against injury through the 
contact of live wires with guv wires.

SHOWS RELIGIOUS 
FAITHJNJ.AST WILL 

Morgan Entreats Children to 
Maintain Atonement Doctrine 


This is the extraordinary and strik¬ 
ing utterance which begins the last 
will and testament of John Pierpom 
Morgan, who died at Rome on March 
31st last, whose body, heaped over 
with flowers from the crowned heads 
of Europe, was, a fortnight later, 
brought back to his own land, and last 
Monday was borne to its last resting 
place at Hartford. “I commit my 
soul into the hands of my Savior in 
full confidence that, having redeemed 
it and washed it in his most precious 
blood, he will present it faultless be¬ 
fore the throne of my Heavenly Fath 
er; and I entreat my children to main 
tain and defend, at all hazard, and at 
any cost of personal sacrifice, the 
blessed doctrine of the complete atone¬ 
ment for sin through the blood of Jesus 
Christ, once offered, and through that 
alone.” 

As to the amount of the estate, 
which is one of the first questions the 
public naturally is asking, there is 
nothing in the will to give any ac¬ 
curate idea, and the executors declare 
that no announcement will be made 
on this point until the appraisal has 
been made for determining the State 
inheritance taSc. 

The amount of bequests and trusts, 
named by specific sums, is under $20.- 
000.000, but the entire residue of thr- 
estate is left to J. P. Morgan, Jr., who 
is designated by his father to become 
the chief heir, not only to his fortune, 
but to his many charitable and artistic 
activities. 

As to the document itself, it is un¬ 
usual in many of its features, and ac¬ 
cording to those two or three intimate 
friends who have already had a glimpse 
of it, it is a portrait of Mr. Morgan 
himself, beginning with the striking 
confession of his religious faith (aside 
of his character which was known to 
his close associates but not to the 
world), and running through all its 
thirty-seven articles, duly set forth in 
the same logical and orderly fashion 
which his friends say marked all Mr. 
Morgan’s mental processes. He has 
apparently provided with painstaking 
care for every contingency that might 
affect his family, or his banking firm, 
and to his executors, namely his son, 
John Pierpont Morgan Jr.; his two 
sons-in-law, William Pierson Hamilton 
and H. L. Satterlee, and his friend, 
Lewis Cass Ledyard, he gives careful 
directions under many clauses as to 
alternative courses of procedure. It 
is to be noted, also, that his grandson, 
Junius Spencer Morgan Jr., a young 
man of only 21, now a student at Har¬ 
vard, is repeatedly nominated to take 
up important duties in the event of 
the death of his father, John Pierpont 
Morgan Jr.
